We live on the bank of a great river. 
The “Father of W aters,” cel­ 
ebrated in song and history, glides by at our feet. Oh, lucky La Crosse 
to be thus honored! Oh, lucky people, to be so favored of Nature! 
And the river—what of it? We play in it. Our public bath has mad.: 
an alderman famous and furnished amusement for our thousands of peo­ 
ple. No creek mill-race or acre pond ever served this 
purpose 
more; 
satisfactorily. Our Messrs. Cargill and Easton and 
Higbee 
and 
Otto 
ply the stream with their pleasure craft, and sometimes take 
some 
ct 
us for a cruise—and we are delighted at this new reminder 
that 
we 
dwell upon the Mississippi. 
And what else? That exemplification of naval genius, the steamer 
City of Hudson, tickles the sand bars between 
here 
and 
Brownsville; 
the Lion plies its trade with parties and picnics up toward the Sugar­ 
loaf; the J W. and its little sister illumine the night and 
awake 
the 
echoes of these historic hills with caliope and the click click of the fes­ 
tive slot machine. 
And then there is the “packet line ” The alleged decoy duck of the 
railroads sendi three or four whistling steamers up every summer, just 
enough to creat the impresison that there is a packet line and so keep 
out real river freighters. The comings and the goings of these boats is 
of no more ccnseuence to our commerce than the passing of a coast­ 
wise tug has upon the trainsatlantic trade. 
These are the things that we get out of the mighty avenue of com­ 
merce which Nature provided man for the invasion of the very heart of 
God’s greatest continent. We get no more because certain men are aware 
that “the river is the leverler of freight rates.” Was 
it 
“a 
clause 
in 
Adam’s will” that gave this stream to Jim Hill, et a1, or did the railroad 
monopolists simply squat on it to use it for disuse just as 
they 
have 
suatted on the national legislative body? 
* * * * 


We have with us today a convention whose delegates have been se­ 
lected to represent 
the 
beneficiaris of Nature in this great river valley. 
These men meet here, as they have met in other places at other times, to 
take whatever action seems best to induce congress to make a suitable 
appropriation of public funds to restore the Mississippi as a highway of 
commerce. 
For a number of years this powerful association has been 
working to that end, devoting time, thought and effort to accomplish some­ 
thing that, under proper conditions, would have been done by congress as 
a matter of course. 
Why has ii not been done? Why do we fight for what 
should 
be 
done without the asking? Is not the prosperity of this great valley an 
important essential to the wellbeing of this entire nation? Can one pro­ 
ductive section be neglected without damage to the total area presided over 
by this government? 
But the fact remains that vte cry out for our own, and get smoothe 
words and equivocal promises. A congress of railroad lobbyists that 
de­ 
fies every effort to revise the tariff, to establish reciprocal trade relations, 
to curb the trusts, to supervise the operation of railroads 
and 
other 
public utilities, says to us nilly-nally wishy-washy nothings and stolidly 
protects the railroads against competition of water traffic. And Jones, he 
pays the fi eight. 
The remedy is the ballot. We cannot expect to rid the national con­ 
gress of its railroad congressmen and senators at once, but the purefac- 
tion of that body is under way. The Waterways Convention cannot reach 
all, but it can reach the men in this valley, through their constituents. 
When a censorship of elections has been established that will put 
every 
man on record as unualifiedly in favor of the rehabilitation of the Mis­ 
sissippi channel before he is permitted to represent the people of 
the 
river districts, we will be armed in congress with a unified party strong 
enough to demand the recognition of its rights, even if resort must be 
had to blocking other legislation until the desired step is taken. That 
should be the aim of this convention. 
Organized effort—constant, sys­ 
tematic, politically effective—is what must be had. The Mississippi val­ 
ley must go into politics to save the Mississippi. Make it the paramount 
issue in every district, in every town and precinct from St. Paul to St. 
Louis, and keep up the fight. It will win only when the people, instead 
of the railroads, are represented in congress.

Our republican friend, Hon. John J. Esch, deserves a word of com­ 
mendation for the emphatic and loyal stand he has taken in this mat­ 
ter. Were there none but Esches seated from this long throttled territory, 
the desired legislation would already be well under way, if not actually 
accomplished at this time. There are others with him, and there are oth­ 
ers. These others pay little railroad fare, and 
should 
be 
buried 
with 
switchboards for headstones to commemorate the efficient manner in which 
they have misrerpresented their constituents 
They are the obstacles to 
this, as to every other popular measure before the national legislature.
